The rifle is of the long, flint-lock type, 


wooden rammer, brags mountings and 
carries an ounce ball. Marshall was un- 
able, to procure a gun ID this country to 
suit him so he purchased" a .-barrel and 
look in Germany and bad it mounted here. 


On tbe top of the barrel the following 


letters cau be faintly seen, I. A. D. Roth- 
en berg. Tbe piece is in perfect order, 
and the hair trigger as sensible to the 
touch today as when the* owner set it to 
shoot Indians." 


ID the flint box is tbe identical rammer 


screw that MarshaW used to clean oat the 
famous rifle 17G. years ago, before starting 
on tbe hunt for human game. 


It Is doubtful whether any firearm In 


existence has shed so »uch human blood 
as this old rifle. It was purchased at a 
sale of the great banter'* effects In 1813 
by Moees A. Ridge, a direct 4esoendant.

Batiks Ooonty Equal Suffrage Association 
was held at Wrightstown Friends.' Meeting 
Bouse on Saturday. Tbe president, Mrs. 
Abbie B. Bice, of Newtowo, opened tbe 
morning meeting, which wae devoted 
chiefly to business, at 10.30 o'clock. Mrs. 
Francos E Lansing, of Ricnboro, road tbo 
4th chapter of Judges, after which Bliss 
Sara K. Twining read the minutes Of tbe 
last convention and of the executive com- 
mittee. Mrs. Beulah Bette of Wrights- 
town submitted her annual report as treas- 
urer and Mrs. Lansing reported on behalf 
of the auditors 
The election of officers 


resulted as follows: President, Mrs. Beu- 
lah Bolts, Wrightstown; vice-presidents, 
Mrs. Esther A. Pownall, Rlchboro; Mrs. 
Mary A. Merriok, Wrightstown; Mrs. Ly- 
dia Thompson, Wycombe; corresponding 
secretary, Miss Susan Q. Appleton, Lang- 
borne; recording secretary, Miss Anna 
Wortbingtoc, Newtown, treasurer, Mrs.

Tbe only paper of the morning session 


was presented by Mrs. Mary A. Merriok, 
of Wrlgbtstown, who told of the "Recent 
progress of Equal Suffrage in England. 
"Women in England," she said, "have 
voted in all municipal elections fortblrt}'- 
tive years, but while they take an active 
part in politics they are not yet free to 
vote for members of Parliament, It ia 
notifying to know, however, that the 
Bouse of Commons has recently by a very 
large majority passed a resolution in fav- 
or of full suffrage for women. Through- 
out/Australia and NewZealand women now 
vote on equal terms with men." 


A letter of greeting was read from Miss 


Elizabeth Lloyd, aa vice-president of tbe 
association, after which the meeting ad- 
journed until 2 p. m. 


The Interval was pleasntly spent on the 


beautiful grounds of the historic meet- 
ing house. 
Delegates and visitors par- 


took ot lunch a Ia picnic, coffee being 
served by Wrightstowo suffragists. 


Mrs. Clara A. E. Atkinson delivered tbe 


address of welcome at the opening of~the 
afternoon meeting and spoke of the noble 
work done everywhere by women in busi- 
ness and the professions, as well as in tbe 
home. Shu welcomed the Convention to 
Wrightstown and said that she thought 
it especially fitting that U should meet 
in a Friends' Meeting House, since tbe 
Society ot Friends was among tbe first to 
recognize the equality of men and women 
in the church. 


Miss Sara E. Twining responded to the 


address in on excellent paper saying in 
part: 


"It has taken the world a long time to 


get rid of the idea that woman is inferior 
to man and that she ought not to be train- 
ed for tbe best work that she can de. But 
the welcome light is dawning, and wom- 
an's ability has been found to be some- 
thing more than a helpless leing depend- 
ent upon man for support It has been 
discovered that the trained woman is not 
inferior to tbe trained man. In 1836 a 
woman appeared before the Michigan 
Legislature to ask for snffrago. 
Sinoe 


that tune women have been working for 
civic and political rights and step by step 
the battle has been won till but one vic- 
tory—that of political equality—remains 
to be realized. 
Faith and work will ac- 


complish this." 


The president, Mrs. Abbie a Rice then 


delivered her annual address, a message 
full of anecdote, history and common 
sense. 
"This woman suffrage 
move- 


ment," she raid, "is no anti-man meas- 
ure. The secret of our success will be the 
equal oo-operatiou of men and womnn. 
All that wo have gained thus far has been 
through tbe efforts of our women, grant- 
ed to us by men who were convinced of 
tbe justice of our cause. There have al- 
ways been a few men who were willing to 
speak their conviction in this matter and 
among them the wisest educators, poets, 
reformers and authors of America. Onr 
opposera admit that women are the best 
judges in domestic affairs. 
As if politics 


had nothing to do with domestic affairs! 
Commerce is the exchange of commodities 
every one of which affect the home. Wom- 
an's interest is just as much affected -by 
civil government as that of ber brothers. 
And from tbe results of many laws and 
tbe Ill-enforcement of others she suffers 
much more keenly than men. The Qolden 
Rule In this reform «s in all others will vi- 
talize every humane movement while the 
world stands, bui in this rule there ia no 
such word as sex." 


A symposium on "The Progress of 


Equal Suffrage during the last five years" 
occupied tbe next half hour. A series of 
five minuto papers were read by the fol- 
lowing: Mrs.* Frances Lansing, "Tbe 
New England States;" 
Mrs. 
Beulah 


Betta, "The South;" Mrs. Harriet Mc- 
Ulosey, "The-Midde States;" Miss Ly- 
dretta Bice, "The Four Suffrage States." 
These papers contained much informa- 
tion of interest that is not generally 
known to the public. 


Miss Jane Campbell, President of the 


Philadelphia Suffrage Olub, gave a very 
entertaining account of the last national 
suffrage convention held in Washington, 
D. C., which was much enjoyed by all" 
present. 


One of the most Important features of 


the convention was tne annual report of 
the Press Superintendent, Mrs. Margaret 
A. Lownes, of Center Hill, through whose 
efforts and tbe generous spirit of tbe coun- 
ty newspapers forty columns of suffrage 
matter nave been published during the 
past twelve months. 


Miss Phoebe Oonard, of 
Riohboro, 


chairman of the Resolution committee, 
submitted a series of resolutions which 
were adopted as a whole.

ttreat discovery. However, It Is not 
my intention to go Into that phase of 
tlie question now.

"Now, 
when a telegraph message 


from New York to Chicago is ticked 
oft' the wire nothing has really passed 
across tlm.se thousand miles of space. 
The ether jelly has been jarred in New 
Yoik and the jars have been recorded 
and lead In Chicago. So with the long 
distance telephone the voice Itself has 
not been carried on an ejcctric current 
across all those miles, but again the 
jelly was jarred, and the sensitive enr- 
druin, aided by transmitter and re- 
ceiver, has heard the vibrations. 
In 


both Instances the wile has made an 
easy road for the vibration to travel 
over, but it does not follow that the 
road was necessary. 
One can pass 


across fields as well as along asphal- 
tum walks. Marconi and others have 
realized this; only most of the others, 
Marconi included, have made the error 
of supposing you must go over fields 
and mountains, not through them. Yet 
the path lies through them as easily 
and naturally as over them, and here- 
in is involved, In a manner, the fourth 
dimension, an explanation of which, 
however, we need not enter into in or- 
der 1o understand the operation of 
ether vibrations. 


"I have spoken of the earth and the 


planetary bodies as being imbedded in 
the ether JeHy. For our purpose let 
us niter the simile a little. Let us im- 
agine a mass of colorless jelly with 
here and there a drop of chromatic 
fluid, forming, say, little crimson 
globeH at Intervals. Let us Imagine 
now that the colorless portion repre- 
sents the ether and the colored spheres 
the so called solid bodies—our earth 
and tlie other planets. The simile is 
necessarily crude and inexact, but it 
will f-erve. Now, .while those bits of 
color are imbedded In the mass of Jelly, 
they are nevertheless Jelly, like the 
rest of the mass. Jar the jelly, and 
ether and planets are both jarred by 
the same motion, the innermost point 
of the colored globe being sensitive to 
the motion as Well as the surface 
which comes*in contact with the color- 
less portion. In this way we may per- 
ceive dimly how a wave motion—the 
uplift of an Insect's wing or a thou- 
sand tons of exploding dynamite—shall 


.reach the earth's core and the heart of 
flhe outermost star. 


"In other words, we are assuming 


that-a II material things are of essen- 
tially the same composition as tlie 
ether. Of course they are not—at least 
to our senses—but so far as my obser- 
vation of the operation of these ether 
vibrations goes they are the same in 
that tlie so called solid bodies offer no 
slightest resistance to the progress of 
the wnves. Progress is not quite the 
right word, but I have to use it. Thus 
,au ether wave traveling, say, from 
Venus to Mars would not break upon 
the earth and pass around, as a sea 
wave might break upon a rock, but 
would pass directly throogh the earth, 
Impeded by Its presence no more than 
if no solid body had been in its 'path, 
or. to draw the scale down to small 
proportions, I bold my hand up—so- 
und the waves set In motion by my 
words vibrate to you through my hand 
as freely as tlley do above, below and 
on either side of it. The hand might be 
a bar of steel, or for that matter a sec- 
tion of twenty Inch armor plate. The 
vibration would pass through it anrf- 
not setk an easier way around it If 
there were an easier way around it, no 
doubt it would seek it, as the sea wave 
does at the rock, but to go around is 
not any easier for the ether wave. It 
knows no 'easy' and ho 'bard,' because 
what seem to us obstacles" In Its path 
to it are nothing. 


"Marconi clearly misconceived the 


operation of these ethefylbratlons— 
that Is, be presumed them to be sub- 
ject to obstruction. Hence he estab- 
lished lofty stations for setting In mo- 
tion the waves and flew kites high in 
the air to catch them QJI they passed a 
distant point, whereas he might hajre 
accomplished the same results on level 
plains or In deep canyons. Hla error 
•was In supposing the vibrations passed 
around the rock-like sea wav* around 
the rock—instead of through It When 
that signal from overseas reached him, 
it was In his thougBt that the w.aves 
that brought it bad come over the 
earth's curvature, though In reality 
they had vibrated through It In the 
strnigbtest possible path. Had be been 
at a point antipodal to the transmit- 
ting suit Ion the waves would have vi- 
brated to him from directly under his 
feet, and a wire sunk In' an artesian 
well would nave served as well" aa a 
kite flying in the air. The tremor of an 


Bofli ate very sond to the sense, yet 
they furnish no obstacle to the pas- 
sage of sight. I don't pretend to say 
that etherid waves vibrate through 
solids in precisely the same way that 
Bight passes through a plate of clear 
glass; not at all. But after such an 
Illustration I fancy you will not flnd 
the other idea quite so unbelievable. 


"I 'iave gone into an explanation of 


these etheric vibrations at some length 
because without some knowledge of 
them you would probably flnd It dif- 
ficult to credit the rest I bare to tell. 


"As the writer of that magazine ar- 


ticle states, quite the moat wonderfu) 
achievement of Marconi Is what he 
calls tbe 'tuning* of the vibrations. I 
fancy that In this his Invention—dis- 
covery perhaps I should call it—differs 
very little from my own. I have call- 
ed It 'timing' instead of tuning. 
I 


transmit a sound at the rate, we will 
say, of 12,000,000 vibrations a second. 
If my receiver is adjusted, or 'timed,' 
to 11,099,000 vibrations per second, 
or to 12,001,000 vibrations, the receiver 
remains unresponsive; but, if I time 
the receiver to 12,000,000 vibrations— 
or any number of vibrations exactly 
corresponding to the rate of trans- 
mission — the receiver instantly re- 
sponds and the transmitted sounds are 
received." 


"Tbe transmitted sounds!" I ejacu- 


lated. 


'Yes. I see you are suiyrlssd; but, 


really, it Is not so remarkable. Yon 
place a telephone receiver to your ear 
and hear the voice of some person a 
hundred or a thousand miles away and 
experience no particular wonder. You 
know the sounds have reached you 
over the electrical wire road and be- 
lieve they could not have reached you 
otherwise; but don't you see you are 
still clinging to tbe thought that as- 
phalt urn walks are the only paths a

Til* Way the Piece at Paper Worried 
Thonuu A. Edison. 


Thomas A. Edison once told a friend 


the story of his first acquaintance with 
any big sum of money. It was when 
he was struggling with bis earlier in- 
ventions, and he bad about as clear 
an idea of the value ot a bruk check 
as the man in the moon. He bad final- 
ly sold nig patent on tbe gold and stock 
Indicator to the Western Union Tele- 
graph company and had called at Its 
ofllce to close the deal.

ica he half tremblingly shoved his 
check onf to the cashier. The latter 
scrutinized it closely, gave him a 
piercing "glance and said something 
which Edison, being hard of hearing, 
failed 
to understand. 
That was 


enough. He was fully convinced that 
his check was not worth $40,000 and 
again thought as be rushed out of the 
bank that any man who would give 
him $2,000 for It could have It. He 
hurried back to the office of the West- 
ern Union and said he could not get 
any money. A clerk was sent to the 
bank with him to Identify him. 


"This man," said the clerk, "is Mr. 


Thomas A. Edison, to whose order tbe 
check is drawn." 


"Why, certainly, Mr: Edteen," said 


the cashier. "How would you like your 
money—in what shape?" 


"Oh, any way to suit the bank; It 


doesn't make any difference to me, so 
long as I get my money." 


Edison was given $40,000 in large 


bills. After dividing'the roll Into two 
wads of $20,000 each he stuffed^ one., 
into each trousers pocket and made all 
speed out of Wall street. The next 
day be began work on bis first New 
York laboratory.—Success.

Then I took with me to New York the 
recefver—I had completed but one re- 
ceiver and one transmitter—leaving 
my assistant in Chicago with the 
transmitter.

'This Is Josephine. It la my voice that 
you hear.

Breaking the seal of the envelope, I then 
read In my assistant's familiar hand- 
writing this message: 'This is Josephine, 
It Is my voice that you hear.

"After that she told me many things,
